Persons who from their 
official position might be supposed to 
share the confidence of the administra- 
tion aro credited with the statement that 
the Admiral has gone to seine Porto Rico, 
and this statement Is ma do after confer- 
ence with the Executive. 


On the other hand. It is asserted with 


almost equal posltlveness that the fleet 
has gons to meet the Oregon and bring 
her in safely to the North. Still another 
report is to tho effect that the Admiral 
has gone to seize Matanzas, to be used 
as a baso of operations. ' 


The officials refuse* absolutely to make 


public the plan of the Strategy Board and 
thus give aid to tho enomy. 
Therefore 


these conflicting rumors aa to the plans 
of the fleet can only ho Judged in the 
ilRht of their probability when viewed In 
connection with the usual methods of 
warfare. Thus, to bombard Matanzas, in 
view of tho fact that Sampson's (ieet 
was accompanied by no troops or trans- 
ports, would seem to negative the idea 
that he had gone either to attack Matan-i 
zas or seize Porto Rico. To attempt the 
latter would require a strong landing 
force. In view of the number of Spanish 
troops on the isltin-l, and In addition it 


may be assumed that he Is able to start 
In quest of the Spanish squadron.

removed and found on them several 


. words written by Mr. Lamoureux. 


One read: "If anything happens to 


me by accident or otherwise—" 
The 


other bore the 
words: 
"If anything 


should happen—" 


Mr. Remlllard said that 
the notes 


were In the writing of his uncle. 


The deceased had been in poor health 


for a long time, according to the testi- 
mony of Mr. Remillard. and this Illness 
• had had a depressing effect upon him. 
It was believed that Lamoureux had 
heart disease and the physicians feared 
that he also had canoer of the stomach. 


Dr. R. T. Stratton testified as to tha 


wounds on Mr. Lamoureux's naad and 
Policeman Swain told of removing the 
body from the wharf xo the Reoslvins 
Hospital. 


D. J. dropp, a collector In the arn- 


ploy of the company, said, that a few 
minutes before 6 he amv Mr. Lamour- 
eux at the office and turned In some ! 
cash to him. and he noticed that Mr. ! 
Lamoureux did not count tho money or 
make any entry of it on the book. Th's 
he thought strange, for usually he was 
very particular about 
ouch matters. 


Mr. Lamoureux looked pale at the timo 
and when asked about some work to bs 
done the next day aald he had nothing 
to do with It. 


The testimony of P. .Menard, the oom- 


pany'e stableman, was to the effect thtu 
the secretary had said he was feeling' 
very bad of late and that whon he was 
driving Mr. Lamoureux to his home on 
Tuesday evening tha.t gentleman seem- 
ed as though he was In a trance. 


W. W. Ohllfls. foreman for the com- 


pany, also testified that Mr. Lamour- 
eux had acted strangely on the day be- 
fore the shooting. 


On the evening of the 
suicide Mr. 


Lamoureux left his home at 8 o'clock, 
according to the. testimony,

As Lamoureux 
was leaving he admonished the maid to 
be good to his ohildron. 


The Jury returned a verdict of "death

can get under way to Intercept It, 
throwing his scouts out in front so as 
to cover a wide expanse of saa and fol- 
lowing with his armored vessels In lins 
of battle and ready to give fight as 
soon as they come in contact with the 
enemv.

Rear Admiral Sampson appar- 
ently was fully occupied with the block- 
ade of Cuban port*, and the only ves- 
sels available to be sent against Ulm 
wsre those under Commodore Schloy."
